All Challenge Trophies must be returned by day of fair. 

1. On the entry of each exhibit, a card will be furnished the 
exhibitor, specifying the section and class, which must be attach¬ 
ed to the exhibit. Livestock exhibitors will be furnished with an 
identification number which must be worn, and which must be 
returned at end of show. 

2. No prize money will be paid for any unregistered stallion, 
bull, ram or boar in breeding classes. 

3. All horses to be shown on the halter except foals. All 
bulls to be halter broken. 

4. No animal suffering from contagious or infectious disease 
will be allowed on the grounds. 

5. The judges shall act with the most rigid impartiality, re¬ 
ferring to the secretary in case of doubt. After having completed 
their work, the Judges shall sign the awards which must be hand¬ 
ed to the secretary. The Judges decision, as signed, shall be final. 

6. An exhibitor lodging a protest must do so in writing, said 
protest to be accompanied by a deposit cf $10.00 and must be 
handed to the Secretary not later than 6 p.m. on the day of the 
Fair. It must state the cause of the protest, and if such protest is 
not sustained, the said sum will be forfeited to the Society. 

7. In the breeding section of horses, any blemish caused by 
accident, such as wire cuts, shall be overlooked by the Judge. 

8. The Directors will in no case be responsible for any special 
prize, though every effort will be made to see that such prizes are 
paid. Nor will they be responsible for errors in the prize list. 

9. The Judge has the authority to put exhibits in their cor¬ 
rect classes. If the stock or article exhibited be of inferior quality, 
awards, if any, will be left to the discretion of the Judge. 

10. Where there are seven or more entries, 4th. prize will be 
awarded. 

11. No one will be allowed in the show rings but Judges, 
Directors-in-charge and attendants. 

12. In case of ties, prize money is to be divided. 

13. Any child entering any class other than boy’s and girl’s 
must pay $1.00 membership fee. 

14. No exhibits to be removed before 5 p.m. 

15. Judging will commence at 10 a.m. sharp. 

16. All boys and girls work must have age stated on entry 

tag. 

17. All exhibits must be bona-fide property of exhibitor for 
at least 30 days prior to the fair.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BY-LAWS 

The process of drawing up by-laws is covered in the Agri¬ 
cultural Societies Act by Sections 29 and 27. 

Your committee recommends that such proposed by-laws as 
the directors approve be published in the 1961 prize list so that 
members can see and discuss them prior to their being dealt with 
at the next annual meeting. 

Your committee recommends that a qualified person be em¬ 
ployed to draw up the proposed by-laws in proper form. 

The following statements are submitted by your committee 
as a basis for the by-laws of this Society. 

1. Subject to section 13 of the Act, the Directorate shall consist 
of one director to represent each Section and area of responsibi¬ 
lity as outlined in the prize list of the Society. 

2. The immediate past president shall be a member of the current 
directorate. 

3. A director shall, if unable to attend a director’s meeting, send 
as a substitute one of the associate directors of his section. 

4. After consultation with his associate directors, each director 
shall report at the director’s meeting after the annual meeting 
any desired changes in his section of the prize list. 

5. Each director shall be fully responsible with the assistance of 
his associates for administering his section of the fair. 

6. The report called for by section 24 (par. a) of the act shall be 
given by the president. 

7. The office of president may be filled by the same person for 
a maximum of two consecutive years only. 

8. No director shall be nominated for office that has not agreed to 
his nomination beforehand.
